IN a recently published volume entitled, 
"One Hundred Early American Paint- 
ings/' which has just been issued by the 
Ehrich Galleries, New York, we have a 
book which will be of universal interest not 
only to the students of early American 
painting but to all students of Americana. 
The hundred paintings, splendidly illus- 
trated in this handsomely bound volume are 
all pictures which have passed through the 
hands of the Ehrich Galleries; many of 
them have gone to museums or important 
private collections. A few of the pictures 
are still in their possession. Of particular 
interest to the serious student is the list of 
artists in the back part of this volume, giv- 
ing the dates of birth and death of some 250 



artists, the largest and most complete list 
of its kind to date. 

The selection for reproduction includes 
a group of pictures which are truly repre- 
sentative of the artists included in the book. 
The portrait by Benjamin West in the pos- 
session of the Chicago Art Institute is one 
of his finest works. It is a picture worthy 
of almost any artist of his time. Benjamin 
West, as is well known, was born in Amer- 
ica, went to England, there became presi- 
dent of the Royal Academy and was very 
much appreciated in his day. Almost all of 
the American painters who went to London 
to study were befriended and taught by 
him. Another interesting phase of his art

owned by the Hackley Gallery of Fine Arts, 
Muskegon, Mich. Two of the interesting 
earlier pictures represented are the portrait 
of Theodore Atkinson by Blackburn, owned 
by the Worcester Art Museum and the por- 
trait of Lady Williams and Child by Ralph 
Earl in the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
Xew York City. Charles Willson Peale is 
represented by the handsome portrait of 
Commodore Nicholson, an unusually fine 
example. John Singleton Copley, who 
painted many interesting portraits in Bos- 
ton and later established himself in Eng- 
land, is represented by the splendid paint- 
ing of Baron Newhaven. Thomas Sully> 
whose activity lasted so long in American 
painting, is well represented by ten illus- 
trations in the book, of which we have 
chosen the fine painting of Mrs. Lingen in 
the Art Institute, Chicago, and the charm- 
ing sketch of "Aunt Sabina." Besides the 
well-known painters there are a number of 
the lesser-known men, whose works are in- 
teresting from the historical point of view 
as well as the artistic ; among these we may 
mention Mather Brown, Ezra Ames, Dan- 
iel Dickinson, Asher Brown Durand, John 
Eckstein, etc., etc. 

The interest in Early American painters 
has no doubt been considerably stimulated 
by the Ehrich Galleries who have during 
the past twenty years given many exhibi- 
tions of examples by these interesting ar- 
tists. It is surprising that it has taken the 
American public so many years to appre- 
cite the importance of these early painters 
and the place which they occupy in the his- 
tory and development of our country. 
While many of the early artists studied 
abroad and were very much influenced by 
the English 18th Century painters, they 
have remained distinctly American and arc 
in no sense imitators or copyists of their 
better-known European contemporaries.
